Mr. Lambton said he would like to raise 
the question of the one guinea groom’s 
fee which had been in existence for 55 
years and was now the equivalent of 6s. 8d. 
He thought this should be raised to 5 
guineas. It was difficult for a_ stallion 
owner to increase the fee if others did not 
do likewise. 

The President (the Hon. J. J. Astor) 
said that if Mr. Lambton wished the raising 
of the groom’s fee to go as a proposition 
there would have to be a seconder; other- 
wise the motion would fall. Major A. E, 
Carey Foster said he would second Mr. 
Lambton’s proposition. 

Way asked about cheap stallions 
covering half-bred mares at 9 guineas. The 
groom’s fee should be left to individual 
owners and not be dictated to the stallion 
owners.

CALIFORNIA 


New Sweetheart 


Los ANGeELEs. As the field was leaving 
the saddling paddock en route to the 
walking ring at Santa Anita before the 
running of the California Breeders’ Cham- 
pion Stakes. some foolish spectator wrap- 
ped up his Racing Form and made a play- 
ful swipe at Flow Line’s rump. The green 
colt, which had run only 3 races in his 
career, panicked. He broke loose from 
his groom and ran away, striking one 
woman and hurdling benches and hedges 
in a wild romp through the paddock. Nine 
other persons, injured in the stampede to 
get out of Flow Line’s way, were given 
first aid at the track hospital. 

Flow Line ran away again in the San 
Felipe Handicap, only this time it was 
from horses, not people. 

Docile and gentlemanly in the paddock 
and on the walking ring, Flow Line was 
all business on the race track. Never worse 
than second, the son of *Khaled—Play 
Possum actually breezed to an easy 31%- 
length triumph over an exceptionally good 
crop of 3-year-olds. The victory earned him 
the role of favorite for the $100,000-added 
Santa Anita Derby on March 5, and a 
ticket to Louisville for America’s most 
glamorous race. the Kentucky Derby, on 
May 7. 

Flow Line may possibly be the very best 
colt. that *Khaled has produced since 
Swaps. He now has run only 4 races and 
has finished first each time. The only race 
he lost was one in which the stewards set 
him back to third place for some minor 


foul on the far turn. He keeps improving 
every time he runs, and there is no telling 
now just how good he will be. He is a 
smooth, free-running colt, and the distance 
doesn’t bother him. 


Owned and bred by C. Mare Crawford 
Jr., of Newport Beach, Flow Line was 
foaled at the Chino ranch of Dr. B. J. 
Errington, one of California’s most prom- 
inent veterinarians and an official at most 
of the major tracks in the state. 


Crawford. who has oil properties in the 
Rocky Mountain area and in Texas, named 
the colt after a piece of equipment used in 
oil fields. He bought Play Possum, dam of 
Flow Line. from Louis Rowan, president 
of the California Breeders Association, for 
$7,500. He has a couple of other mares, 
and he has kept a small racing string of 
2 or 3 horses ever since he entered the 
sport in 1939. His first horse was a pop- 
ular old plater, Tommy Whalen, which 
was named after a former district attorney 
of San Diego. 

Born in Corpus Christi. Crawford lived 
in Dallas for many years, and attended 
Southern Methodist University. A broken 
leg suffered in his first year of college 
ended what might have been a promising 
athletic career. He has the broad shoulders 
and robust build of a man who has taken 
an active role in sports most of his life. 

Flow Line. by far his best horse, did not 
reach the races until December because of 
various leg trouble. He had a curb. plus 
other handicaps that kept him on the ranch 
until last fall. when he was shipped to 
Santa Anita and turned over to trainer 
Willie Wyndle. a former rider who became 


one of the late R. H. (Red) MeDaniel’s 
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C. M. Crawford Jr.’s 3-year-old * “Khaled colt Flow Line won the 114¢6-mile $50,000-added San Felipe + Becton at Santa 
Anita Park on February 20. T. V. Lark (1A) finished second and John William (rail) third. New Policy was unplaced. 
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most trusted lieutenants. Willie had ex- 
cellent success several years ago with the 
stable of Betty Grable and Harry James, 
but Flow Line is easily the best horse he 
has ever had in his care. 

Crawford and Wyndle plan to ship di- 
rectly to Keeneland after the Santa Anita 
Derby. They will not send Flow Line after 
the Blue Grass Stakes, because they feel 
that is too close to the Kentucky Derby, 
but their rapid chestnut will start once in 
Lexington. about 2 weeks before the 
Derby. 

After that, they plan to go on to the 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes. 

In the San Felipe, Flow Line broke 
perfectly, and was second, saving ground 
on the rail behind Henrijan, as they round- 
ed the first turn. First Balcony was third, 
New Policy fourth, and John William fifth. 
Llangollen Farm’s Eagle Admiral had 
stumbled badly at the break, going to his 
knees and getting away last in the field 
of 13. 

Mid-way down the backstretch, Bill Bo- 
land let out a rap on Flow Line, and the 
colt, moving like a machine, took the lead 
with ease. On the far turn, John William 
made a menacing bid, but Boland tapped 
Flow Line on the shoulder, and he drew 
away. His time for the mile and a sixteenth 
was 1:4225, with the first 6 furlongs in 
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1:10%5, the mile in 1:3545. 

It was Flow Line’s complete mastery 
over his field, rather than his final time. 
that was so impressive. 

T. V. Lark came along with a late 
run to salvage second money, with John 
William finishing third. Eagle Admiral. 
after his ruinous start. closed a big gap 
from the half-mile-pole to the eighth-pole. 
then hung, finishing fourth. New Policy. 
the 5-2 favorite, dropped back to eighth. 
Even though he won the California Breed- 
ers’ Champion Stakes at a mile and a six- 
teenth, the race seemed to prove pretty 
convincingly that New Policy's game is 
sprinting. 

Boland, who inherited the mount on 
Flow Line after Johnny Longden broke 
an ankle in a spill, will ride the fine colt 
in the Santa Anita Derby. 

“He is a sweetheart,” Boland said after 
the San Felipe. “He’s a free-running colt. 
Just leave him alone and he runs his heart 
out. He’s got to get better from here on 
out, and how good is that?”

The Flight of Bald Eagle 


Miami. On the eve of the Widener 
Handicap, W. C. (Woody) Stephens, in 
his quiet fashion, appeared the most con- 
fident. 

“My horse in all right,” he said of Bald 
Eagle. “Trained up to the race real good. 
He’s a nice horse. He'll be tough. He was 
a little short in the McLennan (in which 
he was beaten a neck by On-and-On). but 
I'd rather have a horse short than have 
him overtrained.” 

J. Elliott Burch, trainer of Sword Dan- 
cer, felt his champion had come up to 
the race in good style. Sword Dancer had 
run a disappointing fourth in an allowance 
race on February 1, but his subsequent 
works indicated he was returning to form. 

“lve been told I babied the horse before 
the last one,” Burch said. “I didn’t intend 
to. Well, I certainly didn’t baby him any 
this time. He’s worked well, done every- 
thing correctly., There’s no reason he 
shouldn’t go all right Saturday—if 129 
pounds doesn’t prove too burdensome. 

“The Widener is as tough as any race 
he’s ever faced. He’s going against 2 
horses (On-and-On and Bald Eagle) that 
have top condition going for them, and 
he’s giving them weight on top of it. 
His bad race wasn’t expected. It wasn’t 
inexplicable, either, but it wasn’t the sort 
of thing to give you confidence. I wouldn't 
be surprised if Bald Eagle came up the 
favorite. 

“T had a blood test taken after that 
last race; the pictures were excellent. I 
checked him for worms—nothing wrong. 
He looks as good as he ever did. He work- 
ed in competition with Oligarchy and

showed a lot of determination. That means 
a lot. | know this: he hasn't lost his heart.” 

Said W. R. (Bob) White. trainer of 
Noble Sel: “Bald Eagle is a helluva nice 
colt. He can go on any kind of race track. 
But we'll take a shot at him, you’re dog- 
gone right we will.” 


White, the one-time trombonist for Rudy 
Vallee’s orchestra. was justifiably proud 
of Noble Sel. a Florida-bred colt which 
had scored 2 momentous upsets in the 
last 6 months—in the Atlantic City Handi- 
cap, at 74-1, and in the Bougainvillea Turf 
Handicap on January 30, at 16-1. 

“He’s an underrated colt.” White said. 
“T never can understand why he pays such 
big prices when he wins.” 

Noble Sel ran fifth in the McLennan 
Handicap. a race White had expected to 
win. He skipped the Turf Cup ‘for the 
Widener because he hadn't liked the 25- 
pound weight shift between his horse and 
* Amerigo. 

“Of course that’s the reason we skipped 
it.” White said. “The weights were ridic- 
ulous. Personally, I don’t think Noble Sel 
is a better horse on grass than he is on 
dirt, even if he has won 2 stakes on grass 
and hasn’t won any on dirt. 

“T honestly thought we had damn near 
a dead cinch in the McLennan—at the 
weights.” White said. “I felt Bald Eagle 
would be a little short. not having a race. 
He was. On-and-On was the horse to beat. 
but I thought we could beat him. 

“My horse was badly ridden, I thought. 
I told the boy to be sure and keep him on 
the inside. They told me that’s where the 
good footing was. But he goes out there 
and takes him out. He’s been plagued 
with that sort of business ever since he 
started running, one heads-up ride and 
then a bad one. The way to ride him is 


like Gibb did in the Bougainvillea—break 
out with him and let him get in stride, then 
rate him. He doesn’t have the footing to 
break real fast. Most of the time he has 
to go to the outside, regardless of what 
post he’s got. But he does have early foot. 
if the jockey will use it. 

“After the Widener we'll ship to Fair 
Grounds for the New Orleans Handicap. | 
have no idea who we’ll be running against. 
But it can’t be as tough as the Widener.” 

It was expected that On-and-On would 
go for the lead, but Talent Show broke 
on top. Going into the club house turn, 
there was a minor jam, and On-and-On was 
shuffled back to fourth place as Talent 
Show came over on him. Brooks had to 
check momentarily, but not enough to cost 
him severely. 

As the field straightened out for the run 
down the backstretch, Oligarchy was on 
the lead. trying to set things up for Sword 
Dancer. Talent Show and *Day Court were 
closest to him, with On-and-On fourth. It 
was several lengths back to Bald Eagle. the 
3-2 favorite, and Sword Dancer, at 9-5. 

Turning for home, *Day Court had a 
slight advantage, but On-and-On was tear- 
ing into him. Talent Show was running 
gamely. and Bald Eagle was going power- 
fully on the outside. Oligarchy, having 
done what was asked of him, retired. 

At the eighth-pole Bald Eagle had con- 
trol. On-and-On, on the rail, was second. 
and Talent Show was third. At the six- 
teenth-pole Bald Eagle swerved in sharply 
in front of Talent Show, but no contact 
was made. On-and-On was not involved. 
In the final sixteenth Bald Eagle asserted 
his superiority, winning by three-quarters 
of a length. On-and-On was second, 115 
lengths in front of Talent Show. Noble Sel. 
last down the backstretch, made a_ big 
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move at the eighth-pole, but could not sus- 
tain it, finishing fourth, beaten nearly 3 
lengths. Then came *Day Court, Dunce, 
Sword Dancer, and Oligarchy. 

Bald Eagle went the distance in 1:5935, 
breaking El Mono’s track record of 2:01, 
set in 1948. 

“What next? I don't know yet,” Ste- 
phens said after the race. “But he’s in all 
of “em. Manuel rode him beautifully, every 
inch of the way.” 

“And he was trained beautifully, too,” 
interrupted Capt. Harry Guggenheim, own- 
er of Cain Hoy Stable. No one was about 
to argue with either statement. 

Sword Dancer had moved along all right 
to the five-eighths-pole, but he had showed 
nothing when Arcaro set him down. 


Miamt. As Mike Gonzales walked 
happily back to the jockey’s room at 
Arlington Park after last year’s Wash- 
ington Park Futurity, he told newsmen, 
“If this colt stays sound, there’s no 
telling what he might do.” 

But Venetian Way did not stay sound. 
A blind splint. for which he was fired 
on November 2. kept him out of the 
Garden State Stakes. Trainer Vic 
Sovinski returned him in the Bahamas 
Stakes at Hialeah Park “sound as the 
day he was born,” but still he didn’t go 
right. and on February 20 Sovinski said 
an “infection” would keep him eut of 
the Flamingo Stakes. A recent blood 
count was “way off.” 

“He popped before I ran him the 
first time.” Sovinski said. “and he 
popped again the first time I ran him 
at Gulfstream. I blistered him after 
that, and he win first out in Chicago. 
Then I run in the Joliet Stakes and he 
bucks on me. He was sore all summer.” 

It seemed that every time one visited 
Sovinski’s barn—at Arlington or Gar- 
den State or Hialeah—Vic was in Vene- 
tian Way’s stall, on hands and knees. 
checking the colt’s shins. 

Two days before the Arlington Park 
Futurity, Vie was working on the shins 
with a diathermy machine. Sore shins 
and all, Venetian Way ran a big race in 
the Futurity. He broke from the 19 post. 
was on the outside all the way, and still 
managed to finish fifth, beaten 5 
lengths. 

“T said after that one, the best horse 
didn’t win,” Vic recalled. “He proved 
it pretty good the next 2 times he ran.” 

In the 6-furlong Prairie State Stakes, 
Venetian Way won by 4 lengths in 
1:11445 on a slow track. T. V. Lark. 
winner of the Arlington Futurity, fin- 
ished ninth, 

Venetian Way then scored his most

“He was empty,” Arcaro said. “I asked 
him to run going into the far turn, but he 
didn’t respond.” 

It now becomes Elliott Burch’s job to 
find out what is troubling Sword Dancer. 
He certainly is not the same horse which 
left New York as the best runner in 
America. 

Widener day was a roaring success for 
the management. Former president Harry 
S. Truman helped set a one-day mutuel 
record for a Florida race track, $2,839,716. 
The previous record, set on Widener day 
in 1956. was $2.783.676. Gene Mori, Hia- 
leah president. called it “the greatest day 
in American racing.” He must have meant 
Florida racing. 

As Stephens and Guggenheim walked 


impressive victory of all, running down 
Bally Ache in the Washington Park Fu- 
turity and setting the track record for 
61% furlongs at 1:1545. Gonzales, run- 
ning third with Venetian Way at the 
quarter-pole, took back with his colt 
while Winonly and Bally Ache set a 
furious pace. Straightened for the drive. 
Venetian Way ran by both colts. 

“He was so sore you couldn’t get 
near him.” Sovinski said. “I missed 
the World’s Playground and Sapling. 
I was trying to keep him going for the 
Futurity. 

“TL took him to Hawthorne after that 
and he worked all right. But the last 
time I gave him a work he came back 
awful sore. It took a long while to cool 
him out. When we got to Garden State. 
the only works I got into him were a 
half in :48 and seven-eighths in 1:29. 
And that was in a month and a half. 

“The old man (owner Isaac Blum- 
berg) left it up to me. We wanted to 
run him in the Garden State in the 
worse way, but I knew he wasn’t right. 
I couldn’t begin to train him the way I 
wanted to. Then we found the blind 
splint, finally, and that was it. 

“It took 5 of us to fire him, and he 
whipped all of us. We gave him 2 shots 
to put him to sleep. and he was still 
battling us, woozy as he was. But the 
firing took, just perfect.” 

To prove his point, Sovinski entered 
Venetian Way’s stall, ran his hands over 
the colt’s legs. Venetian Way didn’t 
budge. 

Sovinski selected Venetian Way at 
the Keeneland summer sales of 1958. 

“We paid $10,500. I just kinda liked 
him, that’s all. I must have gone and 
looked at him 25 times.” 

Venetian Way is an active colt around 
the barn. “He'll try to kick you,” Vic 
said, “and he’ll try to bite you. Not so

Venetian Way worked well for the 
Everglades Stakes at 114 miles, but his 
performance was even more disappoint- 
ing than that of his previous race. 

The next morning Sovinski could 
make no excuses. He brought a veter- 
inarian to Venetian Way’s stall, and the 
2 spent 20 minutes walking the colt, 
then checking him carefully. They could 
find nothing wrong at that time. 

“The only thing Mike and I could 
think of was that maybe he doesn’t want 
a tight hold taken of him. Next time 
we'll have to try something different. 
I'll run him in the Flamingo. What else 
can I do?” 

But now the Flamingo was out of 
the question. If the infection cleared in 
time, he would try for the Florida 
Derby, the Blue Grass, Derby Trial, 
Derby, Preakness, and Belmont Stakes.

The 2 sons of *Nasrullah 
dueled for about a sixteenth of a mile, then Bald 
Eagle drew away to win by three-quarters of a 
length. Sword Dancer finished in seventh place. 
about 15 lengths behind the winner. 

Bald Eagle’s time, 1:5935, was 196 seconds faster 
than the 12-year-old record, set by El Mono in 
the 1948 Widener Handicap. The quarters were run 
in :2336, :23%, :23%, :24, 2436. 

Foaled March 29, 1955, at A. B. Hancock Jr.’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., Bald Eagle was sent 
to England, where he won the Duke of Edinburgh 
Stakes in his only start at 2. The following year 
he won the Craven and Dante Stakes, finished third 
in the St. James’s Palace Stakes, and was unplaced 
in the Two Thousand Guineas and Derby. Returned 
to the U. S. he made one other start at 3, was 
unplaced. 

Last year Bald Eagle raced once at Hialeah. 
then did not appear again until June. He won the 
Suburban, Saratoga, and Gallant Fox Handicaps 
and the Washington, D. C., International. and 
finished second in the Aqueduct and Manhattan 
Handicaps and third in the Massachusetts Handi- 
cap. His earnings of $278,357 were largely respon- 
sible for Cain Hoy Stable’s position as the leading 
money-winning stable of 1960. 

Siama has a yearling *Turn-to colt, and she is 
now in foal to Swaps. *Nasrullah, which stood at 
Claiborne Farm until his death last year, has 2 
other stakes winners this year.

When Walter P. Chrysler Jr. dispersed his breed- 
ing stock, at Saratoga on August 19, 1949, the 11- 
year-old Up the Hill, announced as having ‘about 
50 per cent vision” as a result of ophthalmia, was 
sold for $25,000 to the late Royce G. Martin’s Wood- 
vale Farm, Lexington.

On February 3, starting at odds of 
nearly 201 to 1, he finished second to Bally Ache, 
beaten less than 2 lengths, in the Bahamas Stakes, 
and on February 10 he was second to Greek Page, 
beaten less than 3 lengths, in a 1,s-mile tune-up 
for the Everglades Stakes.

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Charles E. Morgan 


Charles Edgar Morgan Sr., 59, pioneer 
in racing chemistry in the U. S.. died of a 
heart attack Saturday, February 20, at 
Nassau Hospital, Long Island. He had 
been chief chemist for the New York State 
Racing Commission since 1935. 

A native of Miami, Fla.. Mr. Morgan 
was graduated from the University of 
Florida. In 1922 he joined the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, and 3 years later he became chief 
chemist for the City of Miami. In the 
winter of 1933-34, the Florida State Racing 
Commission hired him to organize the na- 
tion’s first routine saliva analysis, and 
he went to France to study with chemists 
employed by the Societe d’Encouragement, 
which had pioneered in the field abroad. 
In 1935 he was hired for the position in 
New York. 

Mr. Morgan was one of the founders of 
the Association of Official Racing Chem- 
ists, and he served as the organization’s 
first president. He led the movement which 
resulted 2 years ago in the establishment 
of the Racing Chemistry Research Fund, 
an organization set up to provide new 
analytical procedures in drug detection. 


Sandy Holton 


Sandy Robert Holton, member of a 
family which has been breeding Thor- 
oughbreds at Forks of Elkhorn, near 
Frankfort, Ky., for well over a century, 
died February 17. Last of the 8 children 
of Llewellyn and Fanny Holton, he was 
born June 28, 1875. As a young man he 
raced Standardbred horses, and later he 
bred and owned Thoroughbreds for many 
years, first in partnership with his brother 
J. L. Holton. 

Family tradition has it that Capt. John 
A. Holton, whose boat plied the Kentucky. 
Ohio, and Mississippi from Frankfort to 
New Orleans, became a Thoroughbred 
breeder after Henry Clay traded him a 
mare in exchange for passage to New Or- 
leans. Captain Holton, father of Llewellyn. 
in 1855 bred the noted race mare Nantura, 
from which John Harper bred Longfellow 
and Fanny Holton, dam of Lyttleton and 
Ten Broeck. 


W. J. Marlman 


Walter J. Marlman, 73-year-old trainer. 
died Friday, February 12, at Mercy Hos- 
pital, New Orleans. A native of Covington. 
Ky.. Mr. Marlman had been in racing since 
his youth. Among the best horses he 
handled were Gulf Stream, winner of the 
1954 Wolverine and Frontier Handicaps, 
and Tile King. winner of the 1955 Livonia 
Stakes. 
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Stallion Fertility 


14,609 Mares, 7,753 Foals 


The March issue of the Racing Calendar 
gave the numerical results of the breeding 
season of 1957. providing stallion fertility 
data some 9 months earlier than in pre- 
vious years. The records are perhaps less 
complete than they have been, since the 
percentage of unreported mares is higher 
than usual. The most important figure, 
however, the ratio of registration applica- 
tions to number of mares covered, can be 
accepted as accurate, since very few late 
registrations can be expected at the rate 
of $200, plus $50 for late naming, in the 
current crop of 2-year-olds. 

Totals in the accompanying tabulations 
were obtained by summing the figures for 
individual stallions, as given in the Racing 
Calendar. The percentage of registration 
applications—here construed as __ foals 
living until time for registration—was the 
second-lowest in the 8-year period during 
which data of this nature have been com- 
piled in the office of the registrar of The 
Jockey Club. The percentage of living 
foals has varied within a relatively narrow 
range, with the extremes in successive 
years, 52.7 per cent for the breeding sea- 
son of 1951 (foals of 1952) and 57.0 per 
cent in 1952. Further casualties occur, of 
course, between registration time and the 
2-year-old season. 

For the breeding seasons of 1950 and 
1951 the registrar’s report gave only the 
number of mares covered and the resulting 
number of registration applications for 
each stallion bred to at least 10 mares. 


Other data have been given for later 
years, but none of the additional informa- 
tion may be accepted at face value; it is 
impossible to determine how many foals 
were aborted or died early, how many 
mares were actually barren, and how many 
died. The percentage of mares reported to 
have died is much smaller than the actual 
number of deaths. 


The records of a few stallions are fur- 
ther distorted by the fact that some of 
their foals are submitted for registration 
only in the Mexican stud book. 

The term stallion fertility is something 
of a misnomer, in any case. Ordinarily the 
breeder attempts to give the most favored 
stallions the preference in mares, on the 
basis of their own likelihood of producing 
foals. There is a corresponding disadvant- 
age for some of the less popular stallions. 
Hence the totals given here are more re- 
liable than the details. 


In calculating fertility percentages for 
stallions, the Racing Calendar ignores un- 
reported mares and mares which died. The 
percentages given in the subjoined list 
have been recalculated on the basis of the 
number of mares covered minus the num- 
ber reported to have died. The figure for 
percentage of pregnancies will be inac- 
curate in many cases, because some of the 
mares which died, including those for 
which no report was made, must have been 
pregnant. 

Thus the only reliable figure is the 
percentage of living foals, which is con- 
stant enough to indicate that the first haz-

The table indicates that 25.4 per cent of 
the 728 stallions got less than half their 
mares in foal, as compared with 20.2 per 
cent in 1956 and 17.1 per cent in 1955. 
Only 22.5 per cent (100 minus 77.5) 
reached the 70 per cent level, as compared 
with 32.5 per cent in 1956 and 34.8 per 
cent in 1955, 

Stallions with 100 per cent fertility in 
1957 were Flak and Flitterpere. Others 
with 90 per cent or higher were *Actium, 
Breathing Time. *Good Shot. Jet Flight, 
*Magic Slipper II, *Menetrier, Prince 
Dare, Roman Law, Roman Tread, Vote 
Digger. and War Bam. *Menetrier was the 
only one of these which covered more than 
15 mares, 

Covering the largest number of mares

The largest number of living foals were 
credited to Cover Up, 33; *Arctic Prince, 
Crafty Admiral, and Model Cadet, 31;

Sandal, 29. 

Among stallions bred to 30 mares or 
more, the highest figures were those for 
Spy Song, 88.6 per cent pregnancies and 
85.7 per cent living foals; Native Dancer, 
85.7 and 80.0; Rejected, 85.7 and 82.3; 
and *Arctic Prince, 82.1 and 79.5.

The Monday Club was in session at the 
home of Mrs. Owen Lee in Lexington on 
the afternoon of February 15, hearing Mrs. 
Virginia Moore Rice’s paper entitled “A 
Famous Belle and Beauty of the Nine- 
teenth Century.” Mrs. Rice was reporting 
on the life of Sally Ward, who was born 
in 1827 in Scott County, Kentucky, on 
the land now known as Walnut Hall, and 
died in Louisville in 1898, a widow after 
4 marriages. At one point she had said: 

. there was great competition as to 
popularity with the Belle of the North, 
the also famous Alice Carneal from Cin- 
cinnati. She attended many balls in Cin- 
cinnati as the guest of Alice Carneal, and 
the accounts in the Cincinnati papers said 
the 2 girls changed outfits as many as 7 
times during one evening.” 

Some of the ladies recalled that Alice 
Carneal had an equine namesake, and tele- 
phoned The Blood-Horse to inquire 
whether the mare was the dam of Lexing- 
ton. They did not ask about the equine 
namesakes of Sally Ward, one of which 
achieved an immortality—of the stud book 
variety—rivaling that of Alice Carneal’s 
descendants through Lexington. 

Of the 2 Sally Wards in the first vol- 
umes of the American stud book, one was 
bred by Gen. W. T. Ward in Kentucky, at 
an indefinite date in the 1830’s. The one 
which was to justify her illustrious name 
was foaled in 1843, a gray filly by John 
R. Grymes out of Lisbon Maid, by Na- 
poleon, second dam Fanny Maria, by Paco- 
let, third dam by *Stirling, fourth dam by 
*Medley. 

There the female extension of the pedi- 
gree ends, if we go no further than the 
original stud book compiled by S. D. Bruce, 
who noted, in the entry under Fanny 
Maria: “This is one of the best racing 
families in the United States, though it 
cannot be traced further.” 

Fairfax Harrison, basing his conclusion 
on contemporary evidence not available to 
Bruce, held that Fanny Maria’s dam, uni- 
dentified in Bruce except for the sire and 
grandsire, was Tayloe’s Malvina, in which 
case the line of descent would be— 


*Selima, b., 1745, by the Godolphin Arabian

The dam of *Selima herself is given in- 
correctly in the American stud book, but 
that is another story. (Stud books are kept 
“pure” by suppressing the errors of yes- 
terday and minimizing those of today.) At 
any rate, in addition to many other illus- 
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trious descendants, *Selima’s family may 
be credited with Sally Ward and the dis- 
tinguished horses descended in tail-female 
from her. 

Sally Ward was bred in Tennessee by 
Jesse Cage. who also bred her dam and 
granddam, and she passed into the owner- 
ship of Francis Morris, of New York. Her 
daughter Julia produced Minnie Minor, 
dam of the outstanding race mare Wanda. 
One of Wanda’s daughters was the Fashion 
Stakes winner Urania, whose daughter 
Armenia won the Matron Stakes and pro- 
duced the English Derby winner *Durbar 
II. When the name of *Durbar II appears 
in English pedigrees, it still carries a 
Greek cross to indicate that he descends 
from an untraced (i. e.. non-British) fam- 
ily. Lord Godolphin’s private stud book 
and Fairfax Harrison’s research to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Through other daughters, the family of 
Wanda has produced 3 winners of the 
Kentucky Derby. Clyde Van Dusen, Swaps, 
and Iron Liege. and a host of other high- 
class males and females so numerous that, 
if the Monday Club could stand it, Mrs. 
Rice might present a much longer paper 
on the namesake than on the original Sally 
Ward. 

There was still another namesake not 
altogether unworthy. a much later Sallie 
Ward. by *Singleton out of Belle Nutter. 
by Faraday. Her daughter Rush Box pro- 
duced Sarazen, a top-flight runner, and 
That’s That, dam of Now What, leading 
2-year-old filly of 1939 and dam of Next 
Move, one of the best race mares of recent 
years, 

The beauty, charm, and spirit of the 
original Sally Ward were such that, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Rice, she never entered 
a gathering but that her name was whis- 
pered from one to another until all were 
aware of her presence. Some of the magic 
of that name still runs in the blood of the 
descendants of her namesakes.

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FEEDING 


Basic Requirements 


With this issue BLoop-HorsE con- 
cludes Dr. JouN B. YOUMANS’ paper on 
nutrition, delivered at a luncheon meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America, on 
January 30 at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexing- 
ton. The first part of the text was in last 
week’s magazine, page 417. 

Dr. Youmans, recently retired as dean of 
the College of Medicine at Vanderbilt 
University, now is technical director of 
research in the offices of the Surgeon 
General, Washington, D. C. 


Minerals required for nutrition are of 2 
general classes: those required in rela- 
tively large amounts. and the so-called 
“trace” minerals which are needed in very 
small amounts, much as vitamins. In the 
former are calcium, phosphorus, potas- 
sium, sodium, and chlorine. In the latter 
are iron, copper, iodine, cobalt, zinc, sul- 
phur, silicon, manganese, magnesium, 
and fluorine. As in the case of man and 
most other animals, the amounts of trace 
minerals needed are so small that it is 
almost impossible to have a deficiency 
with almost any kind of diet. However, 
there are a few which may be deficient. 
In certain areas iodine deficiency occurs. 
This results in goiters and, from the prac- 
tical point of view, disturbances in repro- 
duction. Foals born of deficient mothers 
are weak at birth, often cannot nurse, and 
usually fail to survive or remain weak- 
lings. It is likely that in the mare lack of 
iodine interferes with conception. Current 
use of iodized salt prevents this deficiency, 
even in goiterous regions, 

Iron. which is needed primarily for 
blood formation, is unlikely to be deficient 
in grown animals; the greatest danger is 
in the foal and yearling. The foal receives 
its initial supply of iron from the mother. 
If the mother has an inadequate store, the 
foal may have a small store, and inasmuch 
as milk is poor in iron, there might be 
some deficiency before the foal begins 
to eat largely of other food. 


This is unlikely to occur, however. Only 
rarely will a mare have a deficient store 
of iron. The commonly fed rations are so 
rich in iron that deficiency does not occur 
except in very special situations. Actually, 
in the case of farm animals, iron deficiency 
is a problem only in pigs. A special situa- 
tion may exist in Florida, where the land 
is very poor in iron. Iron deficiency has 
been reported in cattle, and presumably 
might be found in horses. It is well to re- 
member that iron anemia is not related to 
other anemias, and iron will not cure 
anemia unless it is due to a lack of iron. 

The need for copper and cobalt remains 
questionable. In any event. sheep and

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cattle are the only animals thus far found 
to be affected, even in the areas of defi- 
cient soils, and it has been suggested that 
only ruminants require cobalt. 


By far the commonest mineral de- 
ficiencies are those of calcium, phosphorus. 
sodium, and chloride, the latter as common 
salt. In the nutrition of horses, even these 
are uncommon. Potassium is so abundant 
in feeds that no deficiency occurs. 


Calcium, Phosphorus, and Vitamin D 


Adequate calcium and phosphorus nu- 
trition is dependent on 3 factors: an ade- 
quate supply of each, a suitable ratio be- 
tween them, and the presence of vitamin 
D. While an adequate supply of each min- 
erals is the first essential, they are more 
effectively used when a certain ratio is 
present. A ration containing 10 parts of 
calcium to 1 of phosphorus will not be 
satisfactory, even if the amount of phos- 
phorus is normal. The same is true if the 
ratio is reversed. The desirable ratio is 
between 2:1 and 1:2, but adequate nutri- 
tion is possible outside those limits, and 
an optimum ratio varies somewhat with 
the absolute amounts present. 

If there is plenty of D in the ration, the 
ratio becomes of less importance. If D is 
present, smaller amounts are adequate. If 
D is absent, no amount, however large, 
will suffice. Thus it can be seen that if 
the supply of D is minimal and the amount 
and ratio of calcium and phosphorus not 
proper, a disturbance may result, even 
if the minimum amounts of each seem to 
be met. Further, it can be seen that by 
excessive zeal, by pushing of one element, 
this balance may be upset and harm may 
result in the absence of any actual de- 
ficiency. 

It is for this reason that the best source 
of these minerals is in natural feed of 
good quality, because here the best bal- 
ance is likely to be obtained. However, the 
different roughages and concentrates vary 
greatly in their content of calcium and 
phosphorus. In general, grass hays are 
poor and legume hay relatively rich in 
calcium. On the other hand, the grains are 
relatively rich in phosphorus and_ the 
roughage poor. However, the calcium and 
phosphorus content of these foods varies 
with the soil, fertilizer, and other factors, 
so that some samples of timothy will have 
3 times as much calcium as others. Le- 
gumes, which require calcium for growth, 
are a dependable supply of that mineral. 
All hays are highly variable in their phos- 
phorus content. General statements that 
one type of hay always needs a supplement 
which another doesn’t do not always hold. 
Pasture grass is subject to even larger 
variation than cured hays. 

As has already been described, defects 
in calcium, phosphorus, and vitamin D 
nutrition lead to rickets in the young and 
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a demineralization of the bones in the 
adult. Under anything near normal con- 
ditions, the latter is unlikely, but the possi- 
bility of trouble in the growing animal is 
greater. The period of pregnancy and 
lactation is also one of more danger. Con- 
sequently, though customary rations are 
to be preferred, supplements may be em- 
ployed, keeping in mind the danger of 
trouble caused by excessive amounts of 
one or the other upsetting the ratio and 
the important need for vitamin D, best 
provided through the action of sunlight. A 
variety of supplement is available and 
satisfactory, but it should be remembered 
that ground limestone and oyster shell 
contain no phosphorus. Later I shall refer 
to the effect of forced growth on mineral 
nutrition. 


Before leaving phosphorus, reference 
should be made to the effect of phosphorus 
deficiency in causing a loss of appetite 
and a perverted appetite (pica). This 
usually occurs in growing animals in areas 
where the soil is very low in phosphorus, 
but it can occur in barn feeding, and here 
vitamin D deficiency may be a_ factor. 
Such animals, besides eating abnormal 
things such as bones, clothing, wood, dirt, 
etc., become emaciated and may die. 


Salt 


There is little need to discuss the re- 
quirements of salt to this audience. Salt 
plays an important role in water metab- 
olism and hence heat regulation 
(through sweat), as well as in other ways, 
the excretion of nitrogenous waste pro- 
ducts, for instance. Unlike humans, horses, 
if salt is freely available, will consume 
only what they need, on the average, about 
2 ounces a day. If salt is irregularly avail- 
able, there may be periods of excessive in- 
take. It should also be pointed out that 
in the presence of other deficiencies salt 
intake may have a modifying effect. 


Forced Growth 


In concluding this rather rambling talk, 
I would like to make some general observa- 
tions. Under ordinary conditions it should 
be easy to provide adequate nutrition with 
the customary diet of concentrates—grains, 
preferably oats—and hays, provided they 
are of reasonably good quality and fed in 
adequate amounts, together with some pas- 
turage. However, the forced growth of the 
young, and the racing of the 2-year-olds, 
together with the feeding of special foods 
and the use of a wide variety of supple- 
ments, may create problems in horse nu- 
trition. This situation has been further 
aggravated through the increased confine- 
ment of horses. In the Thoroughbred in- 
dustry, particularly in racing, the prepar- 
ation for which often starts before the 
second (artificial) year of age, many 
horses are stall-fed all or a large part of

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the year. Even in breeding establishments, 
there may be more confinement than would 
be desirable. 

Forced growth is accomplished by forced 
nutrition. By this I mean the providing of 
the essentials of nutrition in excess 
amounts. This in turn leads to increased 
requirements. Unless, however, each one 
of these increased requirements is met 
and the proper balance maintained, diffi- 
culties may occur. Some of these defi- 
ciencies may be impossible to recognize in 
our present state of knowledge. For ex- 
ample, an excess of one amino acid may 
require a matching increase in another. 
which, unprovided, causes an abnormal 
nutrition. Another example of a sotnewhat 
different kind is the effect of increasing 
the amounts of calcium in the diet. Bone 
is not a dead substance. It is living, and 
there is a constant interchange of minerals. 
calcium and phosphorus being laid down 
and at the same time being released. There 
is some evidence that increasing the cal- 
cium intake beyond a certain amount sim- 
ply increases this turnover of mineral 
salts in the bone. This in turr results in 
a less dense, less compact, less firm bone, 
hence perhaps more subject to injury. 
Other untoward results of forced feeding

and growth may occur. The situation is 
somewhat analogous to the modern dairy 
cow. which can be forced to put out large 
amounts of milk if large amounts of the 
necessary ingredients are fed in, but which 
suffers unless that abnormal demand is 
met. 


My point, then, is that if one wishes to 
strive for optimum nutrition, to secure the 
utmost in growth and performance, he 
must use increasing care to ensure that he 
provides the right things in the right 
amounts and in the right balance. In other 
words, it becomes a more and more exact 
science. There is no magic short cut. No 
amount of unnecessary vitamins will solve 
the problem. The use of natural feeds still 
remains the most effective and efficient 
means of providing the nutrients, provided 
care is used. This introduces the problem 
of knowing the composition of the food. 

Although the analyses of prepared and 
artificial foods are given (sometimes incor- 
rectly), they are generally not available 
for home-grown or purchased natural foods 
or green forage. Although in some ways 
knowledge of human nutrition lags behind 
that of animals, there is the advantage of 
a much better control of the quality and 
composition of human foods, some of it by 
public law and public laboratory services. 
There would seem to be a place for a 
public service making available at small 
cost analyses of foods, home grown or 
sold by dealers. Furthermore, in large 
establishments it would seem feasible and 
advisable to set up such a facility, if 
forced nutrition and close scientific con- 
trol are to be employed.
